Tho American Bankers Association 
and bankers*' organizations In every* 
state actively support tho principle 
ofVoVemment auporvlBlon of banking. 
The .natlotini ' banks] which recelyo. 
their charters to do business from tho 
federal government, aro under tho su- 
pervision" of tho Comptroller of tho 
Currency at "Washington. Through his 
efficient staffs of expert bank examiners 
\a. ©very section he has tho duly and 
powers to keep watch of the way every 
national bank Is being conducted, to 
•nggest desirable changes In -Its poli- 
cies or methods and even to step In 
and tako control for the protection of 
the depositors It such action Is war- 
ranted. The ^tato banks, also, which 
are chartered by the various state gov- 
arnmenta, are subject to similar su- 
pervision and control by state bank 
6niclala. la addition banks In many 
places have long maintained voluntary 
clearing house nafloclallons which en- 
force even closer supervision overlhelr 
members. 

Bankers Favor Public SupcnMoa 
Present laws adequately enforced 
contain ample provisions for govern- 
ment supervision. Bankers univer- 
sally believe In strong, capable banking 
departments manned by ofQclals with 
the discretion and courage to enforce 
these laws and act under them as the 
common welfare demands. They be- 
lieve that thcao public omdals should 
he paid sufficient salaries to command 
the services of men of character, ability 
and a resolute spirit of public service. 
They believe al3o that tho banking de- 
partments should bo kept free from 
all political or other special Influenco 
In order to be able to act at all times 
with single-minded Independence solely 
for the benefit of the public Interest. 

Although banks In the "United States 
operating under state or national char- 
ters are thus subject to supervision oC 
public authority, tliey are strictly pri- 
vate business onterpridoa. They are 
owned by their stockholders and ad- 
ministered by ofllciala chosen throuijh 
the boards of directors v;hich their 
stockholders elect. No bank la owned or 
operated by the "United States Gov- 
ernment, nor, with one small exception 
la a western state, by .iny state gov- 
ernment Tho function of government 
In banking Is to promote anil enforce 
careful banking admlniHlratlon through 
the system of examination and super- 
vision which I havo described. This, 
howGVor, does not relieve tho Individu- 
al depoHitor from the necessity of 
Judging and choosing carefully aa to 
his banking relations, Ju»t as In his 
other business or professional rela- 
tions. Ite must Inriulro for himself Into 
the character and type of Inatltutlon 
and men he shall do bualueas -with, 
satisfying himself as to their reputa- 
tion, reliability and capability. These 
qualities aro essential to complete the 
element of safety and dopendiibllUy In 
■oy human Institution.
